Palm Beach County  ranks| 
first in the state for pasture 
creage spriged or sodded in 
improved grasses, the majority 
of which is in the Glades area, 
| according to Р. S. Dennis, Pro- 
duction and Marketing Ad- 
ministration executive officer, 
by J. W. Strickland, county 
PMA officer. 

The report shows that 9,456 
were planted in improv-| 
ed grasses under the Agricul- 
|tural Conservation Program of 
the PPMA during 1950, of} 
which 5,730 acres are in the 
Glades area. This marks a| 
steadily rising trend from 1939 
when the county boasted only, 


in the

four years. A comparison shows 


that 2,860 acres have been

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Too Late To Classify

My good friend Don Lochner, 
public relations executive with 
the John Н. Swisher and Sons 
organization of Jacksonville, re- 
calling that I like to hammer 
things occasionally, calls my at- 
tention to an exciting new bul- 
letin just issued by the U. S. 
Department of Labor. 

It consists of 16 pages and is 
entitled "Use of Hammers the 
Safe Way." You can purchase 
a copy for your own by send- 
ing 5 cents in stamps or coin to 
the General Publications Office 
in Washington. 

Few of us realize how much 
the Great White Father is do- 
ing to protect and care for his 
children. It is really amazing 
to me how our outstanding au- 
thorities among the bureaucrats 
manage to dig up the facts and 
are able to advise the public 
as they do. 
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Here I have been fooling 
around with hammers for more 
years than I want to mention 


and I never realized that any- 
body cared. It is comforting to 
know that from here on out I 
can indulge in this dangerous 
occupation, safe in the know- 
ledge that good old Uncle Sam 
and fhe U. S. Department of 
Labor is standing squarely be- 
hind me, and all I have to do 
to be safe is read the book 
and follow instructions. 

I have been mighty lucky, 
for in my extreme ignorance 
1 failed to follow Rule 1, which 
says I quote, "Wear | safety 
EoEgles to protect the eyes." 
Now I've got a dozen or more 
hammers but in all my life 
Ive never owned a pair of 
Safety goggles. 

In all these years it has nev- 
er occurred to me that I might 
hit myself in the eye with a 
hammer. Now if it had said to 
wear a guard on my. thumb, 
that would make sense on the 
basis of my personal experi- 
ence. But who am I to start an 
argument with a college train- 
ed  bureaucrat, particularly 
when I am paying him for his 
advice. 

Rule 2 is intriguing. It says 
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and I quote, “Grasp the ham- 
mer handle firmly near the end, 
with ONE HAND." It don't 
say which end and it don't say 
which hand, but then I suppose 
even in this present day of 
rules, regulations and regimen- 
tation, the bureaucrats аге 
willing to allow a poor dumb} 
citizen a certain degree of free. 
choice. 

Now I don't know whether or 
not the guy who wrote the 
book ever tried driving a cir- 
cus tent stake by grasping the 
hammer firmly in опе hand or 


not, but he ought to try it 
sometime. 
Rule 3 instructs you to 


"grasp the nail between the 
thumb and fingers of the other 
hand." This may be difficult at 
first, but if you practice awhile 
you can master it. Remember, 
you don’t “hold” the nail, you 
grasp" it. That's another mis- 
take I've been making, holding 
my nails when I should have 
been grasping them. I hope you 
grasp what I'm driving at. 

Now we are getting some- 
where. Assuming that you have| 
the hammer grasped in one| 
hand and the helpless пай 
grasped between the “thumb 
and fingers of the other hand, 
you are ready to go places. 
| Rule 4 said to “start the nail, 
[strike it squarely, but lightly, | 
until it has penetrated the 
| lumber to a depth sufficient to 
| hold securely.” Up to this point 
[instructions have been  fairly| 
| езг, but the writer of this 
|rule neglected to caution the 
|eager student that while he is 
grasping one nail between his 
thumb and fingers, he also has 
several other nails permanent- 
attached to said thumb and 
gers. He'd better be damned 
careful which nail or nails he 
hits, lightly or otherwise. 

Rule 5 reads, "Remove the| 
hand and increase the force of 
the blows with the hammer 
Until the пай їз driven home." 
|t would be well to follow this 
[rule carefully especially with 
|regard to removing the hand. 
Of course if you don't remove 
it and should hit the "wrong! 
nail, don't worry, you will re- 
move it anyhow and fast. . . . 
|I'm speaking from. experience. 

Personally I think the U. S. 
Department of Labor is to be 
congratulated on this magnifi- 
cént bit of public service. Citi 
zens and taxpayers of the na- 
tion should indeed be gratified 
with the knowledge that we 
have such wisdom and leader. 
ship to fall back on. Even to 
the driving of a nail, we are 
cared for and looked after by 
experts. 

On the other hand, the only 
guy I ever met who didn't know. 
how to drive a nail with al 
hammer couldn't read either,| 
and on him such literature 
|would be wasted. 


SELECTIVE SERVISE MAY 
GRANT DEFERMENT TO 
NEEDED SKILLED WORKERS 


In а recent conference їп 


of the Manpower Division of 
the Selective Service System, 
announced that as a mearis of 
protecting the future supply of 
Skilled workers, Selective Ser- 
vice is. considering and will 
probably grant deferment: 
rights for at least six months| 
similar to those deferments| 
granted to college. students 

"Industry", he said, "In re. 
cruiting workers for apprentice- 
ship, should, however, consider 
hiring individuals who have 
been rejected by the Selective 
Service Boards and soldiers re- 
tufning from Korea, who are 
not immediately vulnerable to 
the draft.” 

The Federal Committee 
Apprenticeship has made. re- 
commendation, the intent of 
which is presently being dis- 
cussed with officials in the 
National Selective Service, as 
follows 

“It should be the policy of 
the government to maintain 
and augment necessary skills as 
required to preserve our na-| 
tional economic and social way 
of life, and to utilize such skills 
to the greatest advantage to 
the nation. To accomplish this 
objective, it is recommended 
that bona fide apprentices with 
six months or more ef training 
be deferred to completion of 
apprenticeship upon certifica- 
tion by joint apprenticeship 
committees, employers, or oth- 
er appropriate authorities.” 

The Florida Apprenticeship 
Council, led by Chairman Ray- 
mond E. Barnes, recommends 
the development of an intelli- 
gent plan to exempt from the 
armed forces those apprentices 
now registered and being train- 
ed for an essential craft on the 
same basis of equality of treat- 
ment as in any other education- 
al pusdit. Such a plan should 
||| have three major aspects: (a) 
Serving only those industries 
and crafts which are most es- 
sential to emergency ргойис- 
Чоп, (b) Precluding the passi- 
bility of any person entering 
into training for the purpose of 
avoiding his obiigation with re-
